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THE WESTERN BANKING INTEREST.

The relative figancial importance of
the western states, ns shown by the bank
statistics just issued from the office of
the compiroller of the currency, will be
both surprising and interesting Lo most
people who concern thoemselvas regard-
ing matters of this character. The re-
portg of the natioanl banks waore for the
20bh of February of this year, at which
date there were twolve hundred and
saventeen banks in the western stntes,
This wae nearly double the number in
the New Englnnd and middle states,
more than twice the number in the
middle and southern states, and very
nearly egual to the number in the
middle, southern and Pacific States.
The whole numbaor of national banks in
the couniry, February 26, was threo
thousand one hundred and seventy, so
that the woestern states had within threa
hundred and sixty-eight of one-half the
national bunks in the conntry.

In the nmount of eapital the middle
states exceaded the western by seven-
teen million dollars, but the western
stntes were aliead of every other sec-
tion. They were also largely ahead of
all but the middle stutes in the amount
of deposits and  the amount of
loans and discounts, In surplus aod
profits the New England and the mid-
dle states make o larger showing than
the westorn, These fipures conspicu-
ously exhinit the grest importance of
the westarn states in the financial af-
fairs of the nation, and the sirength of
these states in this respeet is growing
steadily and more rapidly than that of
any other seotion.

HOUSES AND SCHOOL
BONDS.

To keep pace with the rapid growth
of this eity, and consequent heavy in-
erease of school population, the board
of edueation is compelled to construct
several new school buildings this year,
This 1s an imperative want, which can-
not well be deferred. The enormous
rovenue derived through the license
system will scarcely meet the demands
for running oxpenses, which might be
curtailed in various directions without
materially interfering with the efii-
cieney of the schools.

The funds for building school houses
must, therefore, necessarily be raised
by the issue of school bonds.

The problem with which the board of
education 1s now expected to grapple is
how to provide the suburban population
with neeessible school houses, and meet
the wants of the shifting population in
the center of the city.

Within five yems the resident por-
tion of the city has witnessed what
might be called a revolution. The con-
struction of business blocks, warehouses
and factories; the extension of depot
grounds hns  gradually crowded the
school population from what was the
east hallf of the original town site, over
the sloping  hills to the west, south and
north,

The school houses erected for the ac-
commodation of the school population
of the lower wards are now in the busi-
ness distriet, and must soon be aban-

doned altogether. To meet the de-
mands of the present day and make
provision for our futurc wants, the

school buildings to be constructgd this
vear should be planned with a view to
the future ns well as present popu-
lation,  Those constructed in more
densely populated sections of the city
will have to be on a seale commensurate
with the demand, and the suburban
school buildings should be planned with
u view to luture enlargomoent.

The people of Omaha have always
been very liberal in voling school bonds,
even when the reckiess methods of the
board have not inspired public
confidence.  This time, however, they
will insist upon knowing just wlhere
the school houses ave to be planted and
what dimensions and ncocommodntions
the projected school houses will have.

From time totime thers have heen
viwrious projects for enlarging the high
school, und this project will probably
be brought forwnrd among others. We
very much doubt the wisdom of making
eny addition to the high school build-
ing this season. If provision is to be
made for neccommodating the pupils in
the lower grades that reside in the
neighbornoad of the high school square,
a new site should be purchasel and a
firnt-olass building.modeled according to
medetn eity school houses should be
erected thoreon. Such a huilding is
necded now, and always will be dosir-
uble in that section of the city, The
sooner the site for such a building is se-
curad aud the school house evected the
better,

The high school building must ere
long bo vacuted by all lower grade
pupils, and it should be remodeled for
its exclusive use for high school pur-
poses, I waare to have awing to that
struecture it should bo desigued for high
sthool uses, nnd made adaptable for a
normal department, which sooner or
later must be added to the hagh school,

Wo mnake these suggestions now in
order thnt the board may muke no mis-
tuke ip its bond schome., A reasonable
amount of seheol bonds wili be choer-
fully voted, but wild-cat schemes or
manifest jobs wlil defeat the whole
proposition.

THE DRIFT OF POPULATION.

The census of Douglies county jist
complied by the county superintendent,
conflrms the deducttons made by Thne
Bz that the growth of populstion s
substantinl and pormanent. The enu-
merntion of sclinol children in pust
yenrs furnished a corvect basis for an eos-
timate of the population, Tn 1883, there
were eleven thousand two hundred and
two children of schoolage in Omaha.
Multiplying this number hy five and
one-nalf, the usual ratin, the population
of the city was eixty-one thousana six
hundred and eleven, These figures
were conlirmed by the stute census
tukan three months later (sixty-one thou-
sand eight hundred and thivty-five).
The enumeration for 1880 shows n total
of twenty thousand two hundred and

elghty-threa children in  Omaha,
or a population of one hun-
deed and  eleven thousand, five

hundred and fifty-six, and in Douglas
county twenty-four thousand, six hun-
drod and forty-six, and & populntion of
one hundred und thivty-live thousand,

five hundred pudsixty-three, The dn-

orease daring the past year did not ap-
proach that of the two previous years,
In 1887, the year of our grentest growth,
the increase amounted to tweniy-one
thousand, four hundred and forty-nine;
in 1888, twenty thousand, four hundred
and forty-nine, and in 1880, eight
thousand, three hundred and forty-
three. Estimating the population of
South Omaha at ten thousand, the popu-
laglon of the county outside of the twin
cities is fourteen thousand and seven.
The census shows very clearly the
drift of the residence population of
Omaha. Senator Manderson hns
recently asserted that the trend
of  business and population  in
Omnha wias north and west. No stalis-
ties were furnished to support the
claim, for the very importaut roason
that none could be hnd. The truth is
that the school census for the past four
years proves conclusively that the mn-
jority of the population is south of
Farnam street.  In 1885, the population
south of that street was thirty-three
thousand and ninety-six; north side,
twenty-nine thousand five hundred and
fifteen, a difference of three thousand
five hundred and eighty-four in favor
of the south. In the suocceeding two
years the population of the south side
inoreased to forty-three thousand threa
hundred and elghty-three;  north

*side, thirty-eight thousand six hundred

and eighty, a difference  of
four thousand seven hundred and three,
Up to April of the present year the
south side increased to sixty thousand
and filty-nine, north side to fifty-one
thousand four hundred and ninety-nine,
a preponderance of eight thousand five
hundrod und sixty in favor of the south
side.

These figures are based on an equal
division of the population of the Third,
Fourth and Ninth wards, which is a fair
proportion, with Farnam street as the
dividing line. They prove beyond any
doubt that the trend of poulation is to
the south and west.

—

Perirars the news of the opening to
settlement of the new territory, with
the knowledge that four new states are
to ba ndmitted into the union this vear,
will account for the stimulus which em-
igration from Furope to the United
Stutes has suddenly received, It is au-
thoritatively stated that Iast week
twenty thousand persons left the vari-
ous parts of Kurope for this country,
while engagements were made which
indicate that the tide of new comaers is
likely to be maintained at large figures
for some time to come, There is cer-
tainly no atiraction for these peo-
ple in the present industrial condi-
tion of the country, but us
many of them as come with the means
to provide themselves with homes will
find in the west the opportunity to do
go. It is to be supposed that these emi-
grants are generally of a charactor to
be acceptable to us, since it has come to
be pretty thoroughly understood that
the day has gone by when European
countries can unload upon us their pau-
pers, eriminals and otoner objectionable
clasases, A short time ago it appeared
that the immigration of the present
vear was likely to show a considerable
falling off as compared with last year,
but the present indications are that it
will equal, if not exceed, that of 1838,

Mr, Grorar W. ELLiorr, a statis-
tician of Rochester, N. Y., has been
making a study of the growth of taxes
in our cities, and finds that the average
tax per capita is abouf eleven dollars,
while the average per capita of net in-
debtedness is twenty-six dollars. New
York City, according to his estimates,
has o tax per eapita of twenty-one dol-
lars, Philadelphin of ten dollars, Chi-
cago seven dollars and seventy-fiva
cents, Boston twenty-two dollars, Min-
neapolis fourteen, Omaha twelve, and
soon. While these figures can not be
taken as absolutely correct, due to the
fuct that the population of many of the
cities cited was mude on esthmates, it is
quite apparent that taxation is too high
in our cities, due almost wholly to mu-
nicipal extravagance,

THerk could perhaps be no better
evidence of the [act that prohibition
does not prohibit than is supplied by
the internal revenue statistics in regard
to the liguor traffie in Kansas, Thoese
show that in the lnst year of license,
1881, the number of tax stamps issued to
liquor dealers was less than nineteen
hundred, while in 1857 the number was
nearly three thousand, there having
been a steady annual merease from the
second year of prohibition, 18583, These
figures show that there has been more
drinking since than before prohibition,
except during the first year of that
policy, and they are indisputable. Pro-
hibition in Kansas has been a good
thing only for the revenues of the gen-
eral government.

THE opening of the Sioux reservation
in Dakota this summer will doubtless
furnish a repatition of the stampede of
land hunters to Oklahoma. It is esti-
mated that twelve million acres of lnnd
will be added to the public domain, if
the Indians consent, The commis-
sion recently appointed by the govern-
ment will proveed to Dakota early next
month to negotinte for the land, and
the sentiments expressed by the leading
vhiels of the tribes foreshadow success.
The laud, howeveyr, will not be thrown
open to setflement on condition similar
to Oklaboma, 1t will be sold at & price
fixed by congress, and the purchaser
musgt in addition comply with the home-
Alead law, ‘T'his provision is intended
Lo sliut out speculators and encourage
bonu fide settlers,

He
wna as lithe and willowy a8 a man of forty,
and was no mean adversary in a roughe-and-
tumble fight, us dozens of bis raco in this
city stand willing to testify from personal
experionee.  But he was generally quict and
penceable, and was nover khnown te provoke
a quurrel unless under the ioflugnco of
whisky, ris eccentricatios made him a
groat many friends, He was droll, witty,
and never falled to reétort when some
Ygmart aleck™ undertook to make him
the butt of ridieule, and he very often
turned the luugh,

Woods® funeral look place this afternoon
from the Arriean M, B, churchon B street,
Rov. J. W. Braxton preached the sermon.
The deceased served three years in tho
union army and the services were therefora
under the auspices of the Grand Army of
the Republie, The procession was led by
the i'ml]r! band. Woods is the first ocoupant
of the portion of the cemetery st apart for
colored soldiers. He was buried at the eox-
pense of the stute and the government will
provide him n monunient,

To illustrate the estimation in which Bob
was held in the city, a Indy of position and
wealth drove up to Undertaker Heaton's
yesterday and said to bim: “Woods must
nnt be buried as a pauper, 1 will pay the
expenses of the funeral if necessary,”

lrrespective of color, old soldiers honored
olil Bob Woods by following his remains to
tho silent city of the dead. The funeral
cortege was the largest that ever honored
the demiso of a colored eitizen in the city of

What the Board of Educntion Proe
poses to Do.

Next F'riday evoning the board of edunen.
tion will meet to disouss and determine noon
the amount of bonds which they will ask the
people to vote for needed school facilivios.

A member of the bourd made the following
stgtements to n reporter.  They are printed
for what thoy are worth ¢

“Liast fall it was estimated that 8400,000
wWis necessary to meet the growing neods of
the achools, ana lenve a handsome sum over
for any unforescon needs, A resolution favor-
ing the lssunnee of thot amount was favora-
bly considered by the board as a committen
of the whole, but (it was discovered that thera
was not suflicient timo betwoeen that dato
and election |Inl)' to advertise the muatter tho
number of weeks required by law.

*The matter was the then dropped. but in
January nnother resolution  was  ine
trotuced asking for the sum of 2200.000 in
bonds, many of the membera believing that
the people would not favor the large amount
fivst nsked, This resolution passod but ps
the eitizons were to voto on the ssuance of
bonds for the city hail February 8, it wus
thernfore deomed not politic to saddle the
othor bonds on them.

YSome of the members did not favor tha
lnst amount asked for, na it would fall to
[ provide fora permancht building at West
Omaha, Lowe's addition and Fifth and Hick-
ory. It was estimated loter that Hartman,
Long and Central schools were the places i
groatest need of buitdings, nnd that 8277500
would be necessury to meet this demand.

“Accordingly D, Saville introduced o ros-
plution asking for the issunnce of 275,000 in
bonds, The resolution, hotvever, was laid
over for future consideration,

“The Hartman building has boen  con-
demned, us is well known, and a new struc-
ture is necossary, At the Long schinol, if un
elght-room building were erected, it Is suld
that seven rooms could be immoedmtely
filled. It is thought that the Central school,
which is now hela in the high school baild-
Ing, will soon be entirely driven ont by the
r.ruwt-h of the high school itself. A new
milding, therefore, is deemed a neceasity,

“The Hickory school is suid to be needing
ing a permanent buliding baaly, ‘T'wo of the
rooms of this school are in framo buildings,
two are in store rooms and one is in o
dwelling house, 13esides this,alarge number
of the !lickory pupils have been erowded
out aud sent over to the Pacific school which
in turn has to rent four rooms that are
termed ‘frame ovens.” If a twelve-room
bullding were erected at Hickory, 1t is estl.
matod that nine would be Alled immedintery.

“1ir. Saville says, however, that the wants
of the Hiclktory school eannot Lo met il only
275,000 is vored for improvements,

*I'he bonads aslied for will be voted on nt
one time, but only ahout 50,000 issued at a
time, They are to run from ten to twenty
years and draw 5 per cent, interest, It s
urgad that paying interest on these bonds is
much chienper than paying rent while much
botter sehool facilitios are enjoyed.”
